a To the inhabitants of the town of Hampstead, in 
jt. s.} the county of Rockingham, in said State, qualified 
to vote in town affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
Hampstead, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March next, at 
ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects : 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year en- 
suing.

8. To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
or appropriate for the observance of Memorial Day, and what 
method they will adopt to expend the same. 

g. To see if the town will fix the conipensation for mak- 
ing snow paths. 

10. To see if the town will vote to celebrate the one- 
hundred-and-fiftieth anniversary of the incorporation of the town, 
during the coming summer, and what sum of money they will 
raise or appropriate for this purpose, and to pass any. other vote 
that may be necessary, relating thereto.
